REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1/25/2010 have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive. 

As to Applicant's argument that, "Fenton merely teaches various conditions that determine how the sender or recipient is charged for the 
message. However, the charging or payment does not relate to a stamp that is sent with the multimedia message" (Remarks, p. 
3), the Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is pointed out that the rejection of claim 1 is based on 35 USC 103(a) and the 
Examiner is not using the Fenton reference alone. The Fenton reference is used to show that there are several different 
components to the rate structure for a Multimedia Message Service (MMS) message. The Kuzma reference is used for teaching 
of a stamp affixed to a MMS message according to the size of the message (Kuzma, col. 4, lines 36-44). Kuzma shows that the 
stamp can have various values depending on the size of the message. Fenton is used to show that the rate mechanisms for the 
MMS messages can be as simple or complicated as the MMS provider wishes and to forestall argument over whether the size of 
the MMS message constitutes coverage of message type. As to the argument that Fenton teaches away from the instant 
application, the Applicant uses a general allegation without specific support for it. In addition, there is nothing in the limitations 
concerning the credit checks or the speed of the message service. For at least the reasons above, the rejection of the claims is 
maintained. .
